You  will  receive  a  kindly  welcome  and  generous  assistance  in  this  pro¬ 
fession  of  ours  from  the  older  men  whom  you  will  meet  through  the  various 
societies  and  institutes.  Among  Queen's  people  whom  you  will  find  scat¬ 
tered  over  the  globe,  you  will  realize  that  you  are  of  "the  family"  and 
you  will  be  warmly  welcomed.  In  your  turn  you  will  have  the  chance  to 
welcome  still  later  new-comers.

HISTORY  OF  SCIENCE  ’48i 

In  the  fall  of  1945,  Science  '4816  came  into  existence  with  the  registration  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  fresh¬ 
men.  Most  of  these  were  ex-service  men  with  a  small  percentage  of  students  from  the  high  schools.  It  was  an 
unusual  year,  not  only  was  it  larger  than  those  Queen's  had  previously  admitted  but  considerably  older  on  the 
average  Married  men  with  families  and  younger  men  from  the  services  and  high  schools  started  out  together  to 
make  the  well  integrated  and  active  year,  with  which  we  are  now  graduating  in  the  fall  of  1948. 

The  first  winter  consisted  of  the  well  rounded  sequence  of  social,  athletic  and  other  activities  so  well  known 
at  Queen's  In  the  social  field,  there  was  the  freshman  reception  and  the  soph-frosh  reception.  Over  the  expense 
of  this  latter  function,  the  year  executive  had  a  few  heated  tete-a-tetes  with  the  sophomore  year  However,  the  mat¬ 
ter  was  settled  amicably  with  both  years  splitting  the  cost.  The  year  party,  held  at  the  Liberal  Hall,  was  a  success 
in  more  ways  than  one  and  was  a  credit  to  the  newly  elected  social  committee  Earlier  in  the  term,  the  elections 
were  held  in  Convocation  Hall.  The  speakers'  platforms  were  many  and  varied  and  ranged  from  promises  of  more 
agreeable  lecture  time  tables  to  a  claim  to  competency  for  the  position  of  vice-president  due  to  a  knowledge  of 
vice.  This  first  winter  gave  the  year  an  insight  into  the  organization  and  activities  of  the  winter  session  which 
enabled  a  comparable  student  government  to  be  set  up  during  the  following  summer. 

Science  '4816  came  into  its  own  as  such  during  the  summer  session  of  1945.  It  was  senior  year  on  the 
campus  and  set  up  an  acitve  engineering  society  with  Science  '49.  A  variety  of  speakers  addressed  the  members  and 
were  very  interesting  and  instructive.  In  the  line  of  social  functions,  a  permanent  social  committee  was  inaugurated 
by  the  AMS.  During  the  spring  they  held  dances  every  Friday  night  in  Grant  Hall.  The  opposite  sex  was  well 
represented,  thanks  to  the  girls  of  KGH,  Hotel  Dieu  and  the  thirty  that  composed  Levana  during  that  summer. 

In  July,  the  year  first  came  into  contact  with  that  scintillating  company,  the  Summer  School,  For  six  weeks 
the  campus  was  a  whirl  of  activities,  very  few  of  them  academic.  In  a  rapid  succession  of  picnics,  weiner  roasts, 
dances  and  tennis  games,  the  sciencemen  found  no  difficulty  in  making  social  contacts  Not  a  few  of  these  ad¬ 
vanced  beyond  the  casual  stage  and  some  of  the  boys  are  now  happily  married.  To  these  and  those  who  met  their 
future  better  halves  at  KGH  and  elsewhere  during  our  undergraduate  life  here,  we  wish  the  best  of  luck.  The 
summer  1946  came  to  a  close  with  a  year  party  held  at  the  La  Salle  Hotel  It  was  a  great  success,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  one  member  almost  used  the  elevator  shaft  without  waiting  for  the  elevator. 

During  the  summer  1946,  the  usual  Queen's  Journal  was  issued  weekly  and  was  of  a  very  high  standard 
"The  Steam  Shovel"  and  the  column  "Surveying  Science"  appeared  regularly,  authored  by  year  members. 

In  the  spring  of  1947,  the  year  returned  to  a  less  populated  campus  consisting  only  of  second  and  third 
year  science  students.  The  two  year  committees  were  combined  into  a  single  year  executive.  They,  with  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  of  the  engineering  society,  lost  no  time  in  setting  up  an  athletic  and  social  programme.  One  highlight  of 
the  summer  was  the  Science  Formal,  held  in  June  Thanks  to  the  Engineering  Society  social  committee,  the  dance 
was  an  overwhelming  success.  During  the  course  of  the  evening,  the  elected  "queen"  of  the  campus  received  her 
crown  In  a  colorful  ceremony,  she  was  escorted  to  her  throne  in  front  of  the  bandstand  where  she  received  a 
thunderous  ovation  from  her  "subjects". 

In  July,  summer  school  was  once  more  with  us.  During  the  six  weeks  from  the  "welcome  dance"  to  the  final 
formal,  the  campus  was  a  whirl  of  activities.  To  mention  but  a  few  of  the  events  we  will  miss,  there  was  the  "Hard 
Times"  dance  to  which  one  scienceman  took  his  girl  in  a  wheel  barrow,  the  Gananoque  dance,  the  Betty  Co-ed 
Ball  (those  corsages!)  the  "mark  of  social  success" — the  Ban  Righ  Formal,  and  other  functions  too  numerous  to  men¬ 
tion  The  summer  ended  with  the  "Battle  with  the  Fac"  starting  in  the  middle  of  September.  Casualties  were  few 

and  most  of  the  year  returned  for  the  final  fling  in  the  spring  of  1948. 

In  April,  the  year  returned  and  was  alone  on  the  campus  this  time.  The  ranks  were  somewhat  depleted,  as 
the  geologists  and  mining  engineers  had  joined  Science  '48  the  previous  fall.  However,  some  new  members  joined 
the  summer  session  from  the  third  year  winter  term.  This  made  an  entire  campus  of  a  hundred  and  forty-two  stu¬ 
dents,  all  final  year  engineering.  The  governing  bodies  were  the  AMS,  the  Engineering  Society  and  Year  Execu¬ 

tive,  who  were  elected  during  the  previous  summer.  They  were  wisely  chosen,  as  no  time  was  lost  before  a  Journal 
staff  was  turning  out  a  weekly  paper,  athletic  activities  were  well  under  way  and  the  Tricolor  project  undertaken. 
The  year  dance  was  held  at  the  Gananoque  Canoe  club  and  featured  a  highly  entertaining  intermission  programme. 
The  next  exclusively  '4816  event  was  the  Science  Formal  and  was  a  dance  worthy  of  the  name,  unsurpassed  by  any 
of  those  of  the  winter  sessions.  Thanks  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Engineering  Society  social  convener  and  a  host 
of  helpers  from  the  summer  school  and  the  year  itself,  the  gym  was  transformed  into  a  blaze  of  color  Eric  James 
and  his  orchestra  played  till  4  a  m.  when  one  of  the  best  Science  formals  at  Queen's  passed  into  history. 

We  come  to  the  end  of  the  summer  48  looking  forward  to  the  QSSA  final  formal  and  the  Iron  Ring  Cere¬ 
mony,  the  latter  to  be  held  early  in  September  During  our  undergraduate  life  here,  we  have  enjoyed  relations  with 
a  faculty  whose  place  in  our  esteem  will  always  be  high.  They  have  worked  with  us  under  accelerated  conditions 
whrre  time  was  not  the  least  trying  factor.  In  spite  of  this,  we  have  received  at  their  hands  the  education  for 
which  this  university  is  famous.  Thanks  in  no  small  part  to  their  efforts,  we  will  take  our  place  in  industry  looking 
back  on  as  full  an  undergraduate  life  as  was  known  within  these  grey  stone  walls  of  Queen's.
